He has owned four iPhones and just 
about every model of iPod ever produced.

Air on the road. He jokes about giving Ap- 
ple his credit card number and having the 
company just ship new products as they’re 
released. But despite his near-complete 
catalog of Apple goods. Rice can find holes 
for the iPad to fill. 

^11 Zich, an ii-year-old, started sav- 
ing money last year for a new iPod Touch, 
but changed his mind when the iPad was 
unveiled in January He can rattle off all 
his reasons for wanting one, such as the e- 
book store, plus a bigger screen and faster 
processor than an iPod Touch. To be prac- 
tical, Zich says he might also bring it to 
school and use it to record homework as- 
signments.

Friday morning biues 


Delay in construction 
headaches short-lived; 
the mess starts now

If you were planning for delays on the Eisen- 
hower Expressway on Thursday morning, you 
might have been surprised to see it no worse 
than usual. 

Don’t get used to it. 

A contractor who fell behind schedule was 
behind the delay and the project is expected 
to move forward immediately 

The contractor will set up barriers and 
block lanes “over the next few days to get 
full staging in place,” IDOT spokeswoman 
Marisa Kollias said. “People can expect lane 
closures.” 

Actually, four road construction projects 
are expected to bring long-term commuting 
headaches from downtown to the western 
suburbs. 

Eoremost is the Eisenhower reconstruc- 
tion project. Serious problems may not 


emerge, however, until after the Good Eriday 
holiday, which is expected to see less traffic 
than normal. 

Eor when things do get bad on the Ike, al- 
ternate routes include Ogden Avenue, Roos- 
evelt Road, Madison Street, Lake Street 
and North Avenue. Three Metra lines— the 
Union Pacific, the Milwaukee District West 
and Burlington Northern Santa Ee— parallel 
the Eisenhower. 

At the eastern terminus of the Eisenhower, 
half of the Congress Parkway Bridge over the 
Chicago River is being shut down through 
the end of the year and other half closed in 
2011 for reconstruction work. But few serious 
problems were reported there Thursday 

Traffic along Congress Parkway between 
Canal and Wells streets has been reduced 
to two eastbound lanes and one westbound 
lane. 

The following ramps also have been closed: 
southbound Wacker Drive to westbound 
Congress, northbound Eranklin Street to 
westbound Congress, southbound Kenne- 
dy Expressway to eastbound Congress and 
northbound Dan Ryan Expressway to the 


westbound Congress. 

“We expect to see traffic impacts for sev- 
eral days as motorists learn about different 
ramp closings and route changes,” Chicago 
Department of Transportation spokesman 
Brian Steele said. 

Later this month, all traffic will be moved 
to westbound lanes of Congress until 2011. 
Additional closures will force traffic on Con- 
gress into two eastbound lanes eastbound and 
one westbound from Canal to Wells for two 
years, according to IDOT. 

Both levels of the north-south part of 
Wacker Drive, completed in 1954, will be 
demolished and rebuilt during the next two 
years. Starting this month, crews will begin 
construction on Lower Wacker, narrowing 
traffic to one lane in both directions. The 
project follows a 2001-02 reconstruction of 
the east-west portion of Wacker Drive, much 
of which was built in the 1920s and completed 
in 1926. 

The resurfacing of the Eisenhower will 
cover 27 miles. Thirty-seven bridges also will 
be repaired. Construction on the Ike should 
be done by this fall.

People waited in lines for hours last 
fall for the coveted HiNi vaccine 
amid talk of a pandemic, but with 
demand now off sharply local health 
departments are getting rid of thou- 
sands of surplus doses that have be- 
come so much medical waste. 

“The decision was made to be 
sure we had a dose for everyone 
who wanted it,” said Thomas Skin- 
ner, a spokesman for the Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion. “There was a lot of uncertainty 
about what we were going to be up 
against.” 

The CDC shipped 126 mil- 
lion doses of the vaccine under a 
$1.6 billion federal program, but 
Skinner said officials estimate that 
only between 72 million and 81 mil- 
lion people have been vaccinated 
across the country 

In Illinois, more than 3.5 mil- 
lion vaccines have been distributed 
to local health departments, but 
rough estimates say just 1.6 million 
had been administered by the end 
of March, said Melaney Arnold, a 
spokesperson for the state health 
department. That number could 
rise once more complete reporting 
comes in, she noted. 

The state began a new advertising 
campaign this week to warn people 
that the virus is still a threat through 
the flu season that ends in late April 
or early May and urging them to 
consider vaccination. 

‘A lot of people have become 
complacent about it,” Arnold said. 

The HiNi strain of the flu never 
became the widespread problem 
that health officials once feared. In 
Illinois, the illness hospitalized a 
little more than 3,000 people, kill- 
ing 105— including a person in Cook 
County last month, Arnold said. 

Now, local health departments 
are contracting with medical waste 
disposal companies to get rid of 
thousands of doses of vaccines that 
began expiring this week. 

The Cook County Department 
of Public Health has received 
199,235 vaccines and distributed 
nearly 163,000 by early March, 
spokesperson Amy Poore said.

Former waitress

In February, separate 
juries found Ray and Lorenzo 
Wilson guilty of Ebenezer’s 
slaying at Leona’s restaurant.

adult, Jessi was anesthetized and laid out in 
most unlady-like fashion so her head could un- 
dergo a three-dimensional examination in the 
zoo’s newly acquired CT scanning machine. 

Because aardvarks eat only tiny ants and ter- 
mites in the wild, they don’t have to take big 
bites. That means when their mouths are wide 
open, there is less than an inch opening between 
their upper and lower jaws. Their teeth are so far 
back in their long pointy snouts, it is almost im- 
possible to give them a dental exam. 

“Even with X-rays we don’t see the surfaces 
and roots of the aardvark’s teeth,” said zoo vet- 
erinarian Michael Adkesson, showing off the 
CT scanner to reporters Thursday “This ma- 
chine gives us a perfect, 3-D look at her teeth.” 

The scanner, worth $i million new, is an older 
model that Loyola University Medical Center 
donated to the zoo when it recently updated its 
medical imaging equipment, Adkesson said. In 


the past, the zoo took its animals to the hospi- 
tal for CT scans on the same machine, including 
goriUas and a dolphin. 

The zoo’s hospital also has recently digitized 
its X-ray technology, giving it the most sophis- 
ticated medical imaging department of any zoo 


anywhere, he said. 

Jessi’s dental exam is an example of how the 
CT scanning device wiU be used not just to assist 
in immediate medical emergencies, but to learn 
more about the animals as a preventive medical 
measure, Adkesson said. 


Authorities hunt two beating death suspects 


A daylong hunt for a woman and her boyfriend 
considered “persons of interest” in the beating 
death of the woman’s mother in Vernon Hills con- 
tinued into the night Thursday as police searched 
for a silver SUV the pair may have fled in. 

Kristina Aksman, 20, and Daniel Baker were 
thought to be driving a Nissan Rogue with Il- 
linois license plate 4219607 registered to Aks- 
man’s parents, Vernon Hills police Sgt. Pat 
Zimmerman said. 

Kristina Aksman’s mother, Marina, 50, was 


found dead Thursday morning on a bed on the 
first floor of her home. 

Her husband, Robert Aksman, is a delivery 
truck driver and was not at home at the time, 
Zimmerman said. 

Officials said they are concerned about Kris- 
tina’s health because court records show she has 
medical problems. 

“We want to make sure of the safety of Kristi- 
na, although she is also a person of interest,” Zim- 
merman said. “We are still looking at medical is- 


sues she had. She was on at least one medication 
and we are not sure if she has that medication.” 

Three weeks ago, a judge appointed Marina 
Aksman as her daughter’s legal guardian. Zim- 
merman said police have an “idea” about a mo- 
tive but are not divulging it. 

A source said Baker, 21, and Kristina Aksman 
had been dating for about eight months. Baker 
apparently contacted a relative hours after the 
body was discovered but didn’t say where he 
was, according to the source.

Feds up 
gas mileage 
standards 



WASHINGTON The Obama adminis- 
tration set tougher gas mileage stan- 
dards for new cars and trucks Thursday, 
spurring the next generation of fuel-sip- 
ping gas-electric hybrids, efficient engines 
and electric cars. 

The heads of the Transportation De- 
partment and the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency signed final rules setting fuel 
efficiency standards for model years 2012- 
2016, with a goal of achieving by 2016 the 
equivalent of 35.5 miles per gallon com- 
bined for cars and trucks, an increase of 
nearly 10 mpg over current standards set 
by the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration. 

The rules should add costs to new cars 
and trucks. The government said the re- 
quirements would add an estimated $434 
per vehicle in the 2012 model year and 
$926 per vehicle by 2016 but would save 
more than $3,000 over the life of the ve- 
hicle through better gas mileage.

the go-to guy for the postseason. 

But after starting Niemi in consecutive 
games this week and saying “there’s a good 
chance he could play” Friday night against the 
Devils, it’s clear Quenneville has made up his 
mind. 

“He’s playing well,” Quenneville said of Ni- 
emi. “It was nice to show him some confidence 
{with back-to-back starts], and he responded 
with the game we’re looking for.” 

Niemi was solid during the Hawks’ 4-2 loss to 
the Blues on Tuesday night and then exceptional 
with his seventh shutout of the season Wednes- 
day night to help the Hawks snap a three-game 
losing skid with a 4-0 win over the Wild. 

It was Niemi’s third consecutive start while 
Huet, who hasn’t won a game since March 5, 
rode the bench. 

“We’re going through a tough stretch right 
now and we’re looking to get some momentum 
built into our team,” Quenneville said. “[Ni- 
emi’s] big and looked quick.” 

The Hawks have six games remaining in the 
regular season before the Western Conference 
playoffs kick into gear.

To teach those ungrateful humans a 
lesson, rival vengeful gods Zeus (Liam 
Neeson) and Hades (Ralph Fiennes) un- 
leash massive scorpions and the mega- 
ginormous Kraken, which apparently 
is well-behaved enough not to wreak 
havoc until someone yells, “Release the 
Kraken!” Humanity’s only hope is Zeus’ 
son Perseus, played by a guy-Sam 
Worthington-who always seems to hold 
the fate of the world in his hands. 

The verdict: Big and loud and stupid. 
“Titans” is a CGI epic without any flesh 
and blood. The 3D adds nothing but dol- 
lars to the ticket price. The film’s idea of 
excitement is incessant, ultra-serious 
dialogue, but the action often is as inco- 
herent as that in “Transformers: Revenge 
of the Fallen.” The fake-looking battle 
with Medusa is as hollow as the film 
itself, which doesn’t explore the moral 
question of whether the people of Argos 
should sacrifice Princess Andromeda 
(Alexa Davalos) to save themselves.

Sam Worthington has gone from part-human, 
part-alien warrior of the distant future in ‘Av- 
atar” to half-human, half-god warrior of the 
ancient past in “Clash of the Titans.” 

He’s also gone overnight from an actor 
little-known outside his native Australia to 
an international star, his Hollywood breakout 
starting last year with one of the lead roles in 
“Terminator Salvation.” 

“My whole life is changed,” Worthington, 
33, said during an interview at the recent 
ShoWest convention in Las Vegas, where he 
received an award as male star of the year. 
“There’s a difference between having a career 
in Australia, a successful career there, and a 
successful career worldwide.” 

Stardom has been in the wings for a while, 
since James Cameron chose Worthington 
more than three years ago to star in ‘Avatar” 
as a paralyzed human who finds new life in the 
body of a lo-foot-tall blue alien. 


While on hiatus during the long produc- 
tion of ‘Avatar,” Worthington shot “Termina- 
tor Salvation,” a continuation of Cameron’s 
own franchise about humanity’s future war 
with machines. 

Then, after finishing ‘Avatar,” Worthing- 
ton moved on to “Clash of the Titans,” a re- 
make of the 1981 adventure in which he stars 
as Greek hero Perseus, caught up in a battle 
between humanity and the Olympian gods, 
including his father, Zeus. 

Worthington said he only vaguely remem- 
bered the original movie. 

“We obviously reacquainted ourselves with 
it and then just ramped ours up to ii. We’ve got 
no bones about it. Ours is a fun ride,” he said. 
“Some movies you do because they’re a hell of 
a lot of fun. That’s what this one was. Me in a 
skirt with a rubber sword, killing monsters. It 
ain’t that hard. That’s a good day at the office.” 

Trained at Australia’s National Institute of 
Dramatic Art, Worthington’s earlier credits 


include such smaller films as “Somersault,” 
“Bootmen” and “Dirty Deeds” and bigger 
productions such as “Hart’s War,” “The Great 
Raid” and “Rogue.” 

Worthington has shot two smaller tales — 
the romantic drama “Last Night” with Keira 
Knightley and the thriller “The Debt” with 
Helen Mirren— and is about to start work on 
the crime story “The Texas Killing Fields.” 

He laughs when people ask him how 
he aims to balance big and small movies. 
Worthington said he’s not worried about bal- 
ance— he’ll take the biggest jobs Hollywood 
might toss his way 

“I’m lucky I’ve already had a career. This is 
Chapter 2. Some people in my position would 
get nervous to say things like that,” Worthing- 
ton said. “I did 15 movies in Australia, and 
they were movies that I would go to see. Now 
I’m on a bigger level. My whole big thing was, 
if you get to do these massive blockbuster 
movies that get out in the Zeitgeist and the 
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audiences are embracing them— Fm going to 
see ‘Clash of the Titans’— so why not have the 
opportunity to actually be in them? 

“Fm not going to spend six weeks on some- 
thing I hate or a movie I would never go and 
see just for balance. I can’t see why I should 
do that.” 

The big career move most fans will clamor 
for is more on the ‘Avatar” front. Cameron’s 
science-fiction epic has become the biggest 
modern blockbuster with $2.7 billion world- 
wide and climbing. 

Before ‘Avatar” hit theaters in December, 
Cameron said he had ideas for two sequels if 
the first one was a success. No definite plans 
have been announced, though, and Worthing- 
ton won’t volunteer any information. 

“What can I give away? I can’t give away 
anything, because you know Jim. His S AS team 
will come through the door and tackle me,” 
Worthington said. “He’s definitely got ideas, 
but he’s the boss. I can’t talk out of school.”

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Simulcast shows lack energy, spare hassle

As it’s applied to entertainment events, the 
term “live” is a malleable one. 

When you’re seeing a concert at the 
Metro, that’s live for sure. We accept sports 
broadcasters telling us they’re coming “Live 
from the Staples Center.” 

But when it comes to broadcast concerts, 
labeling them as “live” is a bit of a stretch. 
That was the terminology used for Tues- 
day night’s screening of a Black Eyed Peas 
concert, simulcast “live” from the Staples 
Center to movie theaters around the nation, 
including two dozen local ones. 

I hit the AMC River East 21, where tickets 
cost $20 apiece for the “live” concert that 
was scheduled to start at 9:30 p.m. By the 
time the Black Eyed Peas started singing 
“Let’s Get It Started” at 10 p.m., I couldn’t 
have agreed more. 


Did it feel like attending a live concert, 
watching the performance on a large movie 
screen from a plush theater seat? No. But 
that’s not entirely a criticism. There were 
fewer hassles than at a live show— no idling 
to get into the parking lot, no patting me 
down at the gate, no lines for the bathroom. 


Chicago’s Mandy Pava, attending with a 
brood of children, brought up a good point. 
“When you see a concert at a big venue, 
you’re watching a screen most of the time 
anyways.” 

A veteran of the Beatles’ Chicago appear- 
ance back in the ’60s, Pava never had at- 


tended one of these simulcast shows before. 
After the show, she surmised that it lacked 
the energy of a truly “live” event. 

But they’re a growing phenomenon. On 
one Saturday in March, AMC River East 
hosted a simulcast of the Metropolitan 
Opera at noon, then an Ultimate Eighting 
Championship at 9 p.m. 

While the Staples Center was packed for 
the Black Eyed Peas show, there were only 
about 35 people watching it at the AMC. 
They sat throughout most of the show, 
though some danced at their seats during the 
closing number. 

“It’s a unique experience,” says Dan 
Diamond, vice president of NCM Eathom, 
which produces many of these concert-in- 
movie theater events. “The sound is awe- 
some. It’s more intimate. More immersive. 
It’s like getting the best seat in the house.” 

Of course, you’re not actually in the house.
